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DETAILED ACTION 



Abstract Objections 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on 
the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often 
used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract 
should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is 
a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by La Porta et al. (US 
6763007, "La Porta"). 

Regarding claim 1, La Porta discloses a path control device, comprising: 
- a path control information storage means (a routing table, see col. 21, In. 24-26) for 
holding a plurality of pieces of path control information kept in a stored state (handoff 
path, see col. 21, In. 17-26), the plurality of pieces of path control information being 
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transferred from the plurality of transfer devices (path setup message, see col. 21, In. 24- 
42), and 

- a path control means (means, not shown in fig 14, for processing handoff path setup 
message, see col. 22, In. 29-35) for recognizing a path between a mobile terminal (MD, 
see 114 fig. 14) and the correspondent terminal (a user's terminal connected to 362 for 
communicating with MD, see 362 fig. 14), based on a location information of each of the 
mobile terminal (new-to-old path setup for handoff of MD, see col. 21 , In. 5-16; 114 fig. 14 
and col. 21, In. 17-23) and the correspondent terminal as a correspondent node (CN side, 
see fig. 2; a user's terminal connected to 362 for communicating with MD, see 362 fig. 14) 
and as well as the plurality of pieces of path control information (all of the control 
information for processing handoff path setup message, see col. 22, In. 19-50), so as to 
be able to determine a transfer device that serves as a switchover point of the path 
(cross-over router, see R7 fig. 14 and col. 21 , In. 39-42), on the occasion of a change of 
the path accompanied by an occasional migration of the mobile terminal (handoff of MD, 
see fig. 14 and col. 21, In. 39-42). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-6 are allowed. 

5. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
